He said ‘it was a benuty—the best he ever 
saw."—[The prospectus was here read)——Witness was at the meeting in 
London, in September, 1837. Heard some‘questions about 5000/, Witness 
did not then kaow of any debt to Mr. Turner. Was agent for Kellewerris 
Mine from October, 1895, when it was brought out. Witness, by Mr. 
Thomas's directions, sent a report from Kellewerris Mine to Mr. Tribe. 
Mr. Thomas always told witness that Mr. Tribe was secretary to all his mines. 
He said that he was going to bring out Kellewerris as ‘‘ Kellewerris Consols,"’ 
and that witness was to be managing agent.—Also that Mr. Backingham 
and Mr. Hornblower were to have 1500/, ench, and that there was a piece 
added to the sett for which he (Thomas) was going to charge 1500/.

Those who are acquainted 
with the localities of Loudoun. moor aver, that, at ten miles’ distance, the 
intervening ground is so level as to permit the s»cctator to sew the base 
of Loudoun-hill, as plainly as at half a mile’s distance. The parties in 
Glasgow are acting in the most honourable manner with regard to this 
survey. It has been undertaken without immediate reference to the sub- 
scriptions lately entered into in Dumfries, Ayr, Kilmarnock, and along the 
the Nithsdale line. Two eminent engineers have been appointed, who, 
without regard to the several lines already proposed, are to keep solely in 
view the duty of ascertaining and recommending what they consider 
really the moet level, and altogether the line presenting the greatest pros- 
pect of being serviceable to the country.—Aimarnock Journal.
